Steve Wharton just talked to me yesterday about the Upper Animas Site and the desire to 
potentially use the USGS through my IA to provide assistance on the project. Prior to yesterday, 
my last communications were with Paula. Paula had asked me about my IA with the USGS and 
I had sent her the SOW so that she could assess whether the work they needed could be done 
under the existing SOW. I had not heard from Paula since those communications, the last of 
which were on May 21 st .
